Y\ua  Px.cn  Pcddiho. — Take  a  kin 
p  culling  b  nter  that  shuts  over  tight 
with  a  ©over.  Butter  it  welL  Put  at 
Um  bottom  some  stoned  raising  and  then 
a  kyer  of  baker's  bread,  cut  in  slices, 
with  a  little  butter  or  suet  strewed  orer; 
then  raisins,  bread  and  suet,  alternately, 
until  you  nearly  All  the  tin.  Take  milk 
aaoturh  to  Ail  your  boiler,  and  to  every 
quart  add  three  or  four  eggs,  some  nut¬ 
meg  and  salt,  and  sweeten  with  half 
sugar  an/l  Kail  molasses.  Drop  it  into 
boiling  water  and  let  it  boil  three  or 
lour  hour*.  Be  snre  the  cover  Ata  tig  ht 
or  your  pudding  will  be  watersoaked. 
Serve  with  sauce. 

Old  Pashioned  Molashes  Candy.— 
One  quart  of  besKVew  Orleans  molasses, 
a  piece  of  butter  half  the  size  of  a  hen’s 
egg  ;  boil  until  it  becomes  hard  ;  poor 
is  a  battered  dish  until  cool  enough  to 
handle  ;  then  work  by  passing  it  from 
one  Hand  to  the  other  ;  when  white,  cut 
in  small  pieces. 

Ora.voe  Cake. — Mix  two  cups  sugar 
with  the  yolks  of  two  eggs,  then  add  the 
whites  beaten  to  a  froth,  next  add  a 
tablespoonfol  of  butter,  then  one 
cup  of  milk,  with  two  teanpoonfuls  of 
baking  powder  dissolved  in  it,  and  latft 
of  all  flour  ;  flavor  with  lemon  extract ; 
bake  in  jelly  pans.  Filling  :  Twoorangto, 
one  lemon,  grate  thexinds  and  add  the 
juice,  one  cap  water,  one  cop  sugar, 
tables  poonful  of  corn  starch  ;  boil  until 
smooth  ;  oool  before  patting  between 
cakes. 

fjrurrxD  E ooh. —  Cat  carefully  in 
halves  six  hard  boiled  eggs  ;  take  out 
their  yolks  and  mash  them  with  parsley 
and  onion  flnety  chopped,  a  teaspoon  fill 
ot  batter,  the  yolk  of  a  raw  egg,  salt  and 
pepper,  or  anything  else  yoar  prefer  : 
with  this  refill  the  white  halves,  place 
them  in  a  baking  dish,  add  white  sauce, 
sprinkle  over  a  little  pounded  cracker, 
and  set  the  dish  in  au  oven  a  few  min¬ 
utes. 

Old  Fashioned  Baked  Indian  Pct>- 
oi5o — (Made,  as  it  sbonld  be,  withont 
eggs).— Take  a  large  cup  of  meal  and  a 
teaspoon  fol  of  molasses  and  beat  them 
well  together  ;  then  add  to  them  a  quart 
of  boiling  milk  ;  some  salt,  and  a  small 
pieoe  of  butter  ;  let  it  stand  awhile  in 
the  dish  you  are  going  to  bake  it  in  un¬ 
til  it  thickens,  and  when  you  put  it  into 
the  oven  pour  over  it  from  half  to  a  pint 
of  milk,  bat  do  not  stir  it  in,  as  this 
makes  the  jelly.  Bake  two  or  three 
hoars. 

Floating  Island.  —  Separate  the 
whites  from  the  yolks  of  six  eggs,  and 
pot  tbs  whites  in  a  very  Large  bowl ; 
beat  the  yolks  rmooth,  and  pour  upon 
them  one  quart  of  sweetened  milk  well 
boiled,  stirring  to  the  right  nntil  the 
oonautenoe  of  cream  ;  a  little  salt  in  the 
custard  ;  to  flavor,  pare  the  yellow  rind 
of  a  lemon  as  an  apple  is  pared,  and 
drop  it  into  the  boiling  milk  ;  let  the 
oustard  become  cold.  For  the  float, 
beat  the  whites  with  qne  very  large 
tablespoonful  of  currant  jelly  until  the 
whip  or  egg  beater  will  stand  erect. 
Any  other  kind  of  jelly  is  too  sweet  and 
insipid.  Drop  the  flout  on  the  custard. 
If  properly  beaten  it  will  pile  very  high.

burned.  The  unfortunate  men  bad  been  suf¬ 
focate!  %  their  sleep,  and  were  dead  long 
before  the  flame*  reasbed  them.  It  is  ooujou- 
tureU  tha*  other*  were  likewise  burned  and 
that  their  remains  fell  with  the  flooring.  The 
loss  amounted  to  960,000,  covered  by  inatr- 
auce.

Coat  of  Sunning  a  Government. 

The  gross  reoeipts  of  the  United 
States  government  from  March  4,  1789, 
to  June  30,  18617-wisre  $2,268,660,610, 
and  from  July  1,  1861,  to  June  80,  1875, 
$12,709,645,060.  The  reoeipts  during 
the  former  period  of  seventy -eight  and 
one-third  years  being  seventeen  and 
eight-tenths  per  cent,  of  the  latter 
period  of  fifteen  yearn.  The  gross  ex¬ 
penditures  for  the  first  period  were 
$2,230,947,173,  and  for  the  latter  period 
$12,566,892,570,  the  fornier  period  be¬ 
ing  seventeen  and  seven-tenths  of  the 
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Mr.  Randall  (Dem.),  of  Pennsylvania,  chair¬ 
man  of  the  committee  on  appropriations,  re¬ 
ported  the  Legislative  and  Executive  Appro¬ 
priation  bill,  and  made  a  statement  as  to  the 
redaction  proposed  in  U.  The  estimates  from 
the  depai  tment*  for  the  subjects  embraced  iu 
the  bill  amouuted  to  920,173,306.

of  last  year.  Besides  that,  the  oommittee  had 
laid  in  this  bi  1  the  foundation  of  further  re¬ 
ductions  to  the  amount  of  $5,000,000  more. 

Mr.  Furman  (Rep.),  of  Florida,  called  atten¬ 
tion  to  charges  made  against  him  in  the  New 
York  Sun  that  he  had  sold  a  naval  cadetship, 
etc.,  and  dented  the  ohargee.  He  asked  for  a 
select  committee,  and  after  discussion  it  was 
granted,  and  the  oommittee  instructed  to  in¬ 
vestigate  the  matter.  .

Mr.  Clark  (Dem  ),  of  Missouri  reported  abill 
to  regulate  the  compensation  of  postmasters. 
It  provide*  that  the  maximum  salary  and  com¬ 
pensation  of  any  postmaster  shall  uot  exceed 
♦4000,  except  in  New  York,  where  it  shall  be 
96,000. 

Mr.  Stowell  (Dem.),  of  Virginia,  reported  a 
bill  authorizing  the  seeder  of  any  third-class 
mail  mvtter  to  write  on  the  outside  wrapper 
his  name  and  address,  with  theuameand  num¬ 
ber  of  the  articles  enclosed.

Mr.  Paddock  (Rep.),  of  Nebraska,  introduced 
a  bill  to  amend  sectiou  1,113  of  the  revised 
statutes  of  the  United  States  in  relation  to  the 
appointme  t  of  army  sutlers,  whioh  wa*  re¬ 
ferred  to  the  oommittee  on  military  affairs.  It 
vests  the  appointment  of  post  trader*  in  the 
general  commanding  the  departments  wherein 
they  are  situated,  instead  of  the  secretary 
of  war.

Finch  back  as 
a  Senator  from  the  State  of  Louisiana,  the 
peudlcg  question  being  on  the  amendment  of 
Mr.  Edmunds  to  insert  the  word  “not"  before 
the  word  “  admitted."

Runge's  horso  went  down 
at  the  first  fire,  when  he  placed  himself 
behind  the  dead  animal,  and  two  shots 
from  his  pistol  killed  both  of  his  ene¬ 
mies.  Runge  then  oame  to  where*I  was, 
and  told  me  that  he  kad  had  three  differ¬ 
ent  shooting  aorapedk  with  this  name 
arew,  and  he  was  getting  tired  of  the 
life  he  had  to  lead.  He  took  one  of  the 
dead  men’s  horses,  gave  one  good  look 
at  his  victim?,  hande&tne  twenty  dollar* 
to  bury  them,  and  rode  off.  He  has 
>n  pursued,  bat  has  not  been  heard 
from.  The  two  meu  killed  were  named 
Williams,  from  Tennessee.
